(a)  The  Chinese  Oovorncent  recagnizos  the  right  of  the  Japanese 
Co'/omtoont  to  rork  tho  said  oo'!  rjtnus. 

(b)  Tlie  Japanese  Govorniiunt ,  roepoctlng  the  full  sovorolgnty 
of  China,  engages  to  pay  to  the  Chinese  Oovorncent  tax  upon  cools 
produced  in  thooo  ulncs.  The  rote  of  such  tax  shall  bo  separately 
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arranged  upon  tho  bnaia  of  the  lowest  tariff  foi  cools  produced 
in  any  other  places  of  China. 

(o)  The  Chinese  Ooromuent  agreos  that  in  the  natter  of  the 
exportation  of  coola  produced  in  the  aaid  nines,  tho  lowest  tariff 
of  export  duty  for  coala  of  any  other  nines  ahall  bo  applied. 

(d)  The  extent  of  the  anid  cool  minea,  aa  well  as  all  detailed 
regulations,  ahall  be  separately  arrangud  by  coaaiasionera  apod  ally 
appointed  for  that  purpose. 

art.  4— All  rJnoa  along  the  Antung-Mukdon  Railway  and  the  nain 
line  of  tho  South  ianohurio  Railway,  excepting  those  at  Fushun  and 
Yuentai,  shall  bo  exploited  as  joint  enterprises  of  Japanese  and 
Chinoeo  oubjoota,  upon  tho  general  principles  •,.hioh  the  Viceroy  of 
the  iaatern  Three  Provincoa  and  the  Governor  of  Pukdon  agreed  upon 
with  tho  Japanese  Consul  General  in  tho  fortieth  yo  ir  of  kaiji, 
corroaponding  to  the  thirty-third  year  of  Kuangahu.
